The Santa Rosa Junior College School of Nursing was 
started in 1942 under the direction of Edna Behrens, Director 
of the College of Nursing and Dr. Dwight Barnett, former 
medical director of the Sonoma County Hospital. At this 
time there were six students enrolled, the enrollment hav¬ 
ing gradually risen to now include sixty-four students, the 
class of 1946 being the second to graduate. 

The student nurses have always received their educa¬ 
tion at the Junior College under the direction of Mary Dodd 
Giles, Educational Director, and Elizabeth Sheridan, Health 
Director, but it is only during the past year that the name of the Junior College 
was adopted into the name of the College of Nursing. 

The recently completed nurses' residence at the site of the hospital has room 
for seventy students, besides administrative quarters, classrooms, recreational 
rooms, library, and dining rooms. Its construction and furnishings were made 
possible through the cooperative contributions of the United States Government 
and the County of Sonoma. 

The present program of training is being adapted to a peace-time basis, 
stressing the educational and teaching values of the nursing field.

The nursing students, as Freshmen, attend 
classes at the Junior College for one semester. 
These classes form the foundation of their 
training. As Sophomores, they receive their 
caps and begin practical work on duty at the 
Sonoma County Hospital. A black stripe is 
added to the cap after a year and another 
at the end of two years. The course includes 
two and a half years at the local hospital and 
six months at a hospital selected by the 
student. They are then ready to graduate, 
take the State Board Examinations, and bear 
the title of Registered Nurse.

THE SONOMA COUNTY HOSPITAL

The Sonoma County Hospital, located in its beautiful setting on Chanate Road, offers the labora¬ 
tory needed for the work of training student nurses. In its wards the students gain the practical 
experience to supplement their studies and theory taken at the Junior College. 

The hospital is a 430-bed institution, approved by the American College of Surgeons, and main¬ 
taining 170 beds in the acute division, 150 beds in the chronic and custodial division, and a 110- 
bed tuberculosis division. Clinical experience is given the student in the following fields: medical, 
surgical, maternity, pediatrics, communicable, psychiatric, tuberculosis, and public health nursing. 

The sciences—biological, physical and social—are taught at the Junior College, and because of this 
affiliation, the school is able to maintain exceptionally high educational standards.
